At that time the Duke and the whole 
party are at G. Martin’s country cha- 
teau. ‘he whole bunch get ready to fly 
to Paris, only to find that, through the 
maehinations of the Duke, the old boy's 
big touring car has been stolen by his 
accomplices. The only way to get to 
Paris is by train—and there is no train. 
They get one at midnight, however, and 
arrive in Paris the next morning, only 
to find that the house has already been 
robbed. But not of the ta-ra-fa, how- 
ever. t it is presumed, is still re- 
posing in the safe. 

The Duke himself (Lupin) immediate- 
ly telephones the peerless Guerchard, 
and he butts into the scene, looking 
very sleuth-like and mysterious. Before 
long he begins to smell a mice. He has 
his doubts about the gentlemanly Duke 
of Charmerace. In a very undignified 
way (true to all traditions of the stage 
and the theories of fiction writers, but 
wholly at variance with the style of 
Jim Smith), he crawls around on the 
floor, looking for tracks and trails. Aft- 
er several brief, thrilling and at times 
amusing scenes, he and the Duck are 
left alone in the room.

WAR TIME BEAUTY; 1S DEAD 


Succumbs to Bronchitis at Home 
of’ Daughter in St.

Mrs. John T. Harris, member of an 
‘old Virginia family and who was one 
of that brilliant galaxy of belles who 
shone in ante-bellum society at Wash- 
ington, is dead of bronchitis at the
